CENTRE IMPROVEMENTS. 

Freeholder Seymour P. Gilbert baa 
requested Town Attorney Charles F. 
Kocher to inform the Town Council 
that it is time fc>r the council to under¬ 
take the preliminary arrangements for 
co-operation with the Board of Free¬ 
holders for the paving of Bloomfield 
avenue. It is proposed to pave the 
avenue through Montclair and this 
town iu the same manner as was done 
within Newark city limits. 

This is a matter of the utmost im¬ 
portance to Bloomfield in general and 
particularly to the property owners at 
the business centre of the town. Any 
plan agreed upon for the paving of the 
avenue through the Centre should 
take in this entire section and the 
business blocks adjacent to and open¬ 
ing into it. The condition of the 
streets shout the Centre during the past 
month clearly shows that the time bas 
arrived for the taking of progressive 
steps towards improving the business 
centre. 

All properly fronting on the Centre 
and adjacent to it Is now becoming 
quite valuable and the owners of this 
propei ty will be called upon to stand 
the cost of a number of first-class im 
provements. The time has come when 
a number of the old frame buildings 
at the Centre that have outlasted their 
usefulness will have to be removed 
and replaced by modern buildings. 
The old buiicJngs cannot and ought 
not to be expected to bring in sufficient 
rental to pay the taxes and*the im¬ 
provement ajpies^phts . on the val- 


and sfre willing to 

pay for them, and Che Centre property 
owners will be forced to meet this de¬ 
mand. WUb the undertaking of a 
general imprcvemeqt at the Centre 
* there should be Some official regula¬ 
tion of buildir g Hues and a uniformity 
in such lines established. 

The crafty and selfish policy of the 
managers of the Bloomfield Savings 
Institution in disregarding the rights 
and 'interests of the other Broad street 
property owiers by protruding the 
new bank building twenty-seven 
inches out on the public sidewalk 
furnishes a striking instance of what 
is likely to happen if other property 
owners on any other street at the 
-Centre demand a special privilege like 
that procured by the bank managers. 
—Conspicuouanew for their new build¬ 
ing was undoubtedly sought by . the 
bank managers for advertising par- 
poses, and to gain that object no con¬ 
sideration was given to the rights of 
- others or the general public rights in 
the public sidewalk. 

It is up to the present council now 
that a general improvement of the 
Centre is contemplated to take some 
. action that will remedy the blander 
ynade when according the special priv¬ 
ilege to the savings bank, either by 
compelling the bank managers to re¬ 
move that part of their structure that 
trespasses on public property or to 
legally establishes line-along BroadJ 
street that will give every property 
owner the same building line as the 
bank. The building should be put 
back or changed so as to restore to the 
public the property taken from it by 
the bank under the form of a special 
privilege, which was an illegal act, 
and in the light of present circum¬ 
stances proves that no credit is 
the men who engineered It and took 
advantage of it, or to the short sighted- 
new of the men who granted the priv¬ 
ilege. 

The council that granted the special 
privilege to the bank established a bad 
and l dangerous precedent and one 
that is going to came much trouble in 
the future unless steps are taken new 
to nullify its evil effects by adopting a 
building line that shall put all Broad 
street and other Centre property 
owners on an equal basis. The adop¬ 
tion of building lines is an absolute 
necessity, add the sooner this action is 
taken the better. - T ./ ;

property, it can readily be seen to 
what degree public rights would be in¬ 
jured if other property owners in and 
about the Centre should demand the 
same privilege that was accorded to 
the bank. From the beginning of 
Broad street to the bank lot there is 
seventy-five feet and north from the 
bank lot to the junction of Broad and 
Franklin streets there is 475 feet, or a 
total of 553 feet. To give all of that 
fronting a proportionate amount of 
property that was given to the bank 
to maintain the same width of side¬ 
walk as in front of the bank building, 
it would make a total of about 1,700 
square feet of public property given 
away right in the business centre, 
where all the street and sidewalk room 
that can possibly be obtained is needed. 
Theteis none too much room now on 
the sidewalks at the Centre and any 
curtailment of the sidewalk space is 
bad policy. The argument in defence 
of the bank'8 action to the effect that 
the building erected was an ornament 
to the Centre is a matter of opinion 
only and carries no weight. Neither 
was the special privilege justified by 
the character of the business that was 
to be carried on in the building.
